“The Ledger has not criticism to 
make of Mr. Wisdom, who is a highly 
ésteemed citizen of Georgia.

Prosperity Is Seen. 

R. S&S. Henry, of the N., C. & St. L., 
was present at the meeting and spoke 
in favor of the plan, as did repre- 
sentatives of the United States Cold 
Storage Company. It was the general 
sentiment of these speakers that erec- 
tion of the plant would bring pros- 
perity to the railroad as well as the 
state owners and that agricultural 
conditions in peach.and peanut rais- 
ing districts would be greatly improv- 
ed by the facilities of the plant in At- 
lanta. 

When the house committee gathered 
to consider the measure some opposi- 
tion arose in regard to limiting the 
functions of the special commission to 
making contracts for the.one improve- 
ment of the railroad—the cold stor- 
age warehouse. Upon motion of the 
committee, the president was named 
chairman of a sub-committee of six 
to invite expert opinion on the bill 
and report to the main committee 
within a week’s time. 

The sub-committee will be named to- 
day by Chairman Dickey, of Gordon 
county. 

First discussion of the bill by the 
senate committee will come this morn- 
ing when the group meets in executive 
session just prior to convention of the 
senate at 10 o'clock. 

Traylor’s Bill Favored. 


In another important committee 
meeting Tuesday night the highway 
cemmittee of the house of representa- 
tives voted to report unfavorably the 
Neill highway mileage bill and to fa- 
vor as a substitute the composite bill 
of Representative Traylor. 

The Traylor bill would increase the 
state road system to approximately 
500 miles. All roads prepared by 
counties for inclusion in the system, 
but not yet certified because of court 
action, would be included. Mileage 
through towns af less than 2,500 popu- 
lation also would become a part of the 
system, but not a part of any 6,300 
limit as at present. 

The Traylor bill, as a compromise 
measure, included nearly all the parts 
of road routes that have been causing 
strife in both sides of the legisla- 
ture, as parts of the state county-seat 
to county-seat ,system. It includes 
practically all features of President 
Neill’s bill, which was passed by the 
senate several days ago.

Through a new international agree- 
ment on naval arms, Mr. Hoover hopes 
to reduce the cost of maintaining 
American sea forces, and as a means 
of slashing army costs he plans to es- 
tablish a commission of leading army 
officers within, the general staff to de- 
termine where savings can be made. 

Good Time to Retrench, 

Mr. Hoover, regards the present 
time as particularly propitious for a 
move of this character. The Kellogg 
treaty, which becomes effective to- 
morrow, he believes has had an im- 
portant bearing upon American for- 
eign relations. The present, he said, 
holds Jess threat of war than any 
time in more than half a century. 

The president's views were made 
public today in extensive comment 
upon the situation made in reply to 
the questions of newspaper corre- 
spondents at the semi-weekly press 
conference. 

Prefacing his remarks with a sta- 
tistical outline of the situation, Mr. 
Hoover declared that expenditures for 
purely military purposes’ constitute 
one half of the increase in federal dis- 
bursements estimated for the next four 
vears. Under the estimates, he said, 
America will spend $803,000,000 upon 
the military activities of the war and 
navy departments in the fiscal year 
1933, an increase of $120,000,000 over 
the fiscal year just closed and of 
$224,000,000 over the fiscal year 1925. 

Sees $530,000,000 Increase. 

The figure estimated for 1933 is, 
he continued, an increase of $530,000,- 
0OO above the average pre-war expen- 
diture for military purposes. These 
estimated do not include pensions and 
compensations to veterans of past, 
wars, an item estimated in itself as 
$3820,000,000 annually. 

With particular emphasis, Mr. 
Hoover declared that “the American 
people should understand that cur- 
rent expenditure on strictly military 
activities of the army and navy con- 
stitutes the largest military budget of 
any nation in the world today and at 
a time when there is less real danger 
of extensive disturbance to peace than 
at any time in more than half a cen- 
tury.” 

The hope of ‘tax reduction, he add- 
ed, “lies in large degree in our ability 
to economize on the military and 
naval expenditure and still maintain 
adequate defense.” 

Hopes for Big Saving. 

Going on to an outline of his 
scheme for bringing about  reduc- 
tions, Mr. Hoover said he hopes “to 
save materially” on naval expendi- 
tures by effecting a new international 
naval reduction agreement. While this 
is pending, naval authorities believe 
that it will be impossible to effect any 
widespread reduction in the cost of 
the navy. 

A “constructive and not destruc- 
tive investigation” of army activities 
was announced by the president as his 
means of finding ways to reduce the 
expense of this branch of the national 
defense. The investigation would be 
pursued by a commission of leading 
army officers within the general staff 
who would reconsider the entire army 
program, determine “what services 
and other outlays have become obso- 
lete through advancement of science 
and war methods, and what develop- 
ment programs can be well spread 
over longer periods in view of the 
general world outlook and at the same 
time maintain completely adequate 
preparedness,” 

It was made clear that the naval 
estimates running over 1931-32, and 
oo included any replacements of capi- 
tal ships, which might be necessary 
during those years under the Wash- 
ington naval treaty. 

Should the conference, to be held 
in 1931, decide upon further. reduc- 
tions in the total number of capital 
ships for the principal powers some 
saving would be made, as the esti- 
mates for the capital ships amount to 
about $30,000,000 annually. 

Official “estimates of the French 
and British expenditures for defense, 
including army, navy and air, for 
1929-30 amount to $547,284,600 in the 
case of the United Kingdom and in 
the case of France for 1929 to $523,- 
241,600. 

The actual expenditures made by 
Great Britain for 1928-29 for all 
national defense amounted to $551,-

1.200 MARINES __ 
TO LEAVE NICARAGUA. 


Washington, July 23.—(4)—Orders 
were issued today by President’ Hoo- 
ver for the withdrawal from Nica- 
ragua of 1,200 of the 2,700 marines 
still on duty in that eountry, and the 
navy has tentatively assigned the 
transport Henderson to start from 
California August 10 for that purpose.

It was said 2.300 
marines would be left after the with-

Wholesale Dealers Raised. 

Agreement of the house ways and 
means sub-committee to fix the rate 
of taxation proposed in the Key gross 
income tax bill at one-tenth of one 
per .cent on wholesale dealers of all 
kinds and manufacturers was one of 
the chief developments of the day in 
the legislature Tuesday. 

This radical change in the rate cuts 
down the rate on manufacturers from 
one-fifth of 1 per cent to one-tenth of 

per cent and increases the rate on 
wholesale dealers from one-twentieth 
of 1 per cent to one-tenth of 1 per 
cent. No change was made in the 
rate proposed on retail dealers, utility 
companies, theaters and other business 
interests, this rate remaiming at one- 
fifth of 1 per cent.

Representative Barrett, of Stephens 
county, introduced a bill in the house 
which is designed to make available

Georgia. The bill gives the governor 
authority to anticipate revenue to be 
derived from the state tax on gasoline 
and to set aside 60 per cent of this 
money as a special fund. The bill 
empowers the governor to set aside 
between, September 1, 1929, and Janu- 
ary 1, 1930, the 60 per cent of antici- 

ated revenues from gasoline tax col- 
ections and to issue warrants against 
this fund. Such warrants then could 
be discounted and money ‘obtained to 
match federal aid funds. Represen- 
tative Barreft stated that $2,000,000 
is now available from the federal gov- 
ernment and $2,000,000 additional!

$4,000,000, matched by 34,000,000 out 
of the special fund, would give %8,- 
000,000 in the next two years to the 
highway department for road con- 
struction purposes.

Action Carried Over. 


Action to this end was carried ove

Opens Discussion. 

Representative. Westbrook, Dough- 
erty, opened the discussion with a 
plea for support of. his amendment, 
which would authorize qa refund of two 
cents a gallon on gasoline sold to 
farmers for use exclusively in tractors 
and ether farm machinery not operat 
ing on the highways. This plan was 
opposed by Representative Parker, 
Colquitt, who urged passage of the 
plan in its present form. 

_The cause of the counties was cham- 
pioned by Representative New, Lau 
rens, speaking in behalf of an amend- 
ment submitted by himself and his 
colleague from Laurens county, Repre- 
sentative Coleman.

“The* first quarterly payment was 
paid April 10, 1929. There had ac, 
eumulated $150,689.26, which pad 
been collected from the cigar and 
cigaret tax for the payment of pen- 
sions.

“There was due the pensioners of 
this state for the first quarterly pay- 
ment $347,081. It is clear to be 
seen that if the total sum of money, 
which was due the pension- 
ers could be paid it was necessary to 
borrow $2 : 
Money Lacking. 

“The amount available to check in 
the state treasury April 10, 1929, was 
$70,068.99, which makes it apparent 
that the mioney was not available to 
check for the purpose of paying the 
pensioners at this date. 

“Then, if the above amount of 
could be paid, the _ state 
must borrow money. The governor, in 
order to ascertain the authority in- 
vested in him to borrow this sum of 
money, addressed a letter to the attor- 
ney-general asking his opinion as to 
whether or not the governor had the 
right, under our law, to borrow this 
sum of money. The attorney-general 
ruled the governor had this authority 
under the law. 

“The sum of $200,000, under the 
authority vested in the governor, as 
recommended “by the attorney-general, 
was borrowed for the purpose of com- 
pleting the payment of the first quar- 
ter, and the sum so borrow to draw 
interest from date and payable NSep- 
tember 10, 1929, which must be paid 
back to the lender at that date. 

“No debt shal] be contracted by or 
on behalf of the state, except to 
supply such temporary deficit as may 
exist in the treasury in any year 
from necessary delay in collecting the 
taxes of that year, (a) to repel in- 
vasion, suppress insurrection, and de- 
fend the state in time of war, or to 
pay the existing public debt, but the 
debt created to supply deficiencies in 
revenue shall not exceed, in the aggre- 
gate, five hundred thousand dollars, 
and any loan made for this purpose 
shall be repaid out of the taxes levied 
for the year in which the loan is 
made. 

Other Payments. 

“There has also accrued another 
quarterly payment which should be 
paid not later than June. The sum 
due and payable during the second 
quarter is $335,672, which has not 
been paid. 

“There has accumulated from the 
cigar and cigaret tax, all told—up to 
this time, $155,842.37, leaving a dif- 
ference between the sum set aside 
from cigar and cigaret tax of $179.,- 
829.28, which it will be necessary to 
secure to complete the payment of the 
pensions of the Confedrate soldiers 
for the second quarter. 

“It does not appear to the governor 
that the $300,000, which is a part of 
the special sum of $500,000 of his 
borrowing capacity, should be used in 
again supplementing the cigar and 
cigaret tax that has accumulated for 
the payment of pensions—$155,842.37. 
It would leave the state unsafe, with 
but a small sum for the protection of 
the various interests as provided by 
law, and therefore, this should not 
be encroached upon. 

“It is also apparent that if this 
sum of $179,829.68 was borrowed, we 
would haye a very small amount in 
the state treasury, since today there 
is only $190,000 subject to check. 
Therefore, the governor strongly ree 
ommends that you make provision for 
the payment of Confederate veterans,

AIRCRAFT INDUSTRY. 


The stimulus to theaireraft indus- 
try through private operation of air 
mail lines since 1926 and through 
Lindbergh’s flight to Paris has result- 
ed in a speed of development seldom if 
ever equaled by any other new indus- 
try in history, 

Some idea of the growth in air mail 
traffic under private operation may be 
had from the fact that in June, this 
year, 593,254 pounds .of mail were 
carried by air as compared with 626,- 
OOO pounds, in the 24 months from 
July 1, 1924, to June 30, 1926. Last 
June’s poundage broke all records. 
For the fiscal year ending June, 1929, 
5,622,000 pounds of air mail were 
carried as compared with 1,945,000 
pounds in 1928, and 1,033, 000 pounds 
in 1927. 

Expansion in the industry 
less marked in other phases. Produc- 
tion of planes this year will more 
than double the 1928 production of 
5,000, and by the end of the year

In fact, securities represent- 
ing the larger units in the field with 
diversified business, good manage- 
ment and strong financial support ap- 
pear extraordinarily attractive as long 
ternr speculations.

On August 27, 1927, there was a 
jubilation in Paris. The representa- 
tives of the greatest powers of the 
world had signed a pact renouncing 
war.

London, July 23.--(#)—The chal- 
lenge of the North German Lloyd 
liner Bremen yesterday in jts Atlan- 
tic crossing of 4 days, 17 hours and 
32 minutes probably will not remain 
long unanswered, 

It is expected here that an inter- 
national scramble for speed honors 
will follow almost immediately with 
Great Britain, America, France and 
Italy participating, and Germany 
adding the Europa shortly, which 
should do as well or better than the 
Bremen. 

The Cunard line, owneer of the 
Mauretania, whose former record 
whs beaten yesterday. made no state- 
ment of attack on the German rec- 
ord, but it is understood the line has 
a new race under contemplation, and 
it is expected the Mauretania will 
attempt to show she is capable of 
better than she has yet produced.

There are 33 cases of typhoid now 
confined in local hospitals and many 
under observation. No deaths have 
been reported. 

The city water supply, blamed for 
the epidemic, is being chlorinated and 
every precaution taken to curb. the 
rapidly increasing spread of the fever.

WEATHER WILL BE BIG.FACTOR’ 4

Tacoma, Wash., July 93--'Two planes 
at dawn, one 500 feet in the air, roar- 
ing straight above the Tacoma air 
field runway and the other speeding 
down the runway for a take-off on 
the Tacoma-to-Tokyo flight, should 
give spectators a real thrill within 
the next few days. 

I’m still unable to say definitely 
when the City of Tacoma will take- 
off on her 4,700-mile flight across the 
Pacific, but we have worked out a 
brand new idea to overcome the dan- 
ger caused by my plane’s blindness on 
the ground. 

The City of Tacoma, with her low 
wing, stubby landing gear, high fuse- 
lage and deep cockpit far back toward 
the tail of the plane, is about the 
blindest thing imaginable until she 
gets into the air. It is ‘practically 
impossible for me to see anything 
ahead of me except the sky. 

That's where this other plane, 
swooping straight down the runway 
will help me, as I'll steer by it at 
the tafe-off, instead of twisting my 
neck all out of shape trying to follow, 
until the City of Tacoma is in the 
air. 

This isn’t really my idea. It was 
sprung on me by L. W. Paxson, ex- 
pert with the Pratt & Whitney peo- 
ple, who arrived her today from Cal- 
ifornia to make a final check on my 


Wasp motor, figure up the exact gas 
consumption per. hour, install special 
spark plugs and make any necessary 
final adjustiments. 

Route of Plane. 

A lot of people are asking about 
the route the City of Tacoma will 
take when she points her nose 
toward Tokyo. Harold Gatty, crack 
navigator with Commander P. V. 
Weems, who invented the navigatioa 
instruments to be used on the flight, 
has piloted three courses for me to 
take in case of bad weather. 

From Tacoma I will fly west and 
over Port Angeles. From there the 
course is along the west coast of Van- 
couver island, within 60 miles of the 
south tip of Queen Charlotte island, 
over to Dutch harbor, on Unalasksa 
island, where they will have visible 
signals out at the radio station. 

If they signal bad weather to the 
north, I’ll switch south on the direct 
water course to Tokio along the 
steamship lane. Otherwise, the course 
will be 6O miles north, paraliel to the 
Aleutian Islands, then across to Attu 
island and across to the Kuril Islands 
and on down thé coast to Tokyo. 

Mr. Gatty has also charted me a 
course along the steamship lanes be- 
tween Vancouver island and Dutch 
harbor, in case of bad weather on the 
more northerly route. This north- 
ern route, however, would be consid- 
erably shorter, if weather permits me 
to follow it. 

I expect to get a lot of weather 
information by radio, which will make 
it possible to decide which of the 
courses to take before enceuntering 
any storms. I will also send out my 
position by radio as often as possible.

Sentence was indefinitely post poned 
in federal court on Clarke’s promise 
to make all possible restitution, and 
was set for September 10 in county 
court. 

The other three partners in the 
firm, oe and Hudson Clarke, and 
John Bouker, did not plead in fed- 
eral court and pleaded ‘not guilty in 
county court. A stay of trial was 
granted. them. 


Counsel for James Rae Clarke re-. 


viewed the history of the bank, its 
founding by the defendant’s grand- 
father, its passing to James Rae 
Clarke, in 1903, the recent admission 
to partnership of the younger broth- 
ers and Bouker, and ef the efforts to 
keep the bank solvent by engaging in 
speculation. 

“They made some unfortunate in- 
vestments,” he said, “resulting in 
heavy losses. In the hope of recoup- 
ing these losses they continued their 
speculations but the heavy losseg con- 
tinued. Finally they were. forced to 
file their petition in bankruptcy.” 

The mail fraud indictment to 
which James Rae Clarke pleaded guil- 
ty contains 12 counts, each carrying 
a maximum penalty of five yetars’ im- 
prisonment and a conspiracy count 
punishable by a maximum of two 
years in prison, 

Later in the day he pleaded guilty 
in the court of general sessions to 
accepting deposits in the bank when 
he knew it was insolvent.

STATE PEACH ORCHARDS 


IN POOR CONDITION 


Report Next Year’s Crop To 
Suffer Unless Fertilizer Is 
Applied at Once. 


Georgia’s peach orchards are in the 
worst condition they have been in 
years, both from the standpoint of 
the present condition of the trees and 
in regards to next year’s crop, ac- 
cording to a report on a survey by 
the agricultural department of the 
Central of Georgia railway and the 
Chilean Nitrate of Soda Educational 
Bureau. at: 

The result is from a combination 
of circumstances, the report says, 
chief among them being that the or- 
chards have not been receiving an 
adequate supply of nitrogenous fer- 
tilizer for several years, bacteriosis 
has been unusually bad and has al- 
most defoliated many trees, and ex- 
ceedingly unfavorable weather condi- 
tions for the last six months. 

“Anticipating that the continued 
neglect of proper fertilization would 


lead to just such disastrous effects as 


the growers are now facing,” the re- 


port states, “the agricultural depart- 
ment of the Central of Georgia rail- 
way and the Chilean Nitrate of Soda 
Educational Bureau began a series of 
tests in 1926 to determine the best 
time for applying nitrogen as fertilizer 
and to see if all of the benefits from 
this fertilizer could not be obtained 
without harmful effects. 

“The test was continued for three 
years, and yielded some very striking 
results. These may be briefly stated as 
follows: ‘The August application of 
nitrate doubled the yield. At the same 
time, the color and the shipping qual- 
ity were fully equal to that of fruit 
from the trees that had not received 
any nitrate. The use of nitrate of 
soda in August did not delay the 
ripening of the following crop even 
one day. Many growers fear that a 
summer application of nitrate of soda 
might cause the trees to remain green 
too long in the fall. This point was 
watched very carefully. Within a week 
or ten days after the application was 
made the foliage on the treated trees 
was noticeably greener and healthier 
looking than that on the- rest of the 
orchard, indicating that the trecs 
were feeding on the nitrate. However, 
the nitrate did not cause any new 
twig growth to occur in the late sum- 
mer or fall, and the trees shed their 
leaves at exactly the same time as 
did the untreated trees. To sum up, 
nitrate of soda applied in August dou- 
bled the yield of fruit, without caus-

“The present conditions are critical. 
If even a fair crop of fruit is to be 
set next year, every effort must be 
made to save and strengthen all avail- 
able fruit buds. Results of the three 
years’ test at Fort Valley indicate 
very strongly’ that this can best be 
done by an August eo ger ri of from 
one to two pounds of nitrate of soda 
per tree.” )

Even in Exile, Says Party 
To Stand Firm in Case of War 


Revolutionary Principles 


of Opposition Party To 
Be Adhered To, Former 
Leader Declares To 
Break His Silence.

Constantihople, July 23.—()— 
Loyal to the creed of bolshevism, even 
though he langnishes in exile, Leon 
Trotzky, former war lord of the red 
army, today declared the “opposition 
party in the U. 8. 8S. R., which op- 

the present Stalin regime, will 
mn case of a Russo-Chinese war, stand 
firm for the revolutionary principles 
which prompted the October revolu- 
tion of 1917 and resulted in the down- 
fall] of the Kerensky government. 

Ever since his arrival in Turkey 
several months ago Trotzky has re- 
peatedly refused to talk publicly, but 
today he received the Associated 
Press correspondent and in his fluent 
French accompanied by vehement ges- 
tures for emphasis, he discussed the 
Russo-Chinese crisis in the Far East. 

Absolving the soviet government of 
all blame as an aggressor,’ Trotzky 
was careful to state that his opinion 
was expressed only As a’private indi- 
vidual. “There is absolutely no doubt 
that the aggressor is not the soviet 
government but the Chinese govern- 
ment, said Trotzky. 

Can Be Explained. 

The conduct of the new nationalist 
regime at Nanking which is respon- 
sible for the acts of its Manchurian 
subordinates can he explained, accord- 
ing to Trotzky, by the fact that this 


government, which arose from the de- 
feat of the Chinese laborers and peas- 


ant revolutionaries, feels its weakness 
before the forces against which the 
Chinese revolution was directed. 

These forces, Trotzky declared, are 
British and Japanese imperialism. 
Nationalist China felt obliged to seek 
to strengthen its authority by mak- 
ing an adventurous gesture in the | 
face of a neighboring country. 

“I do not believe war is imminent, 
because the soviet government does 
not want war, and the Chinese gov- 
ernment is unable to wage it,” said 
Trotzky with great vigor when the 
correspondent asked him whether he 
thought war is likely in the Far | 
East. 

Victories Due te Enthusiasm. 

The victories of General Chang Kai 
Shek’s army in 1925-27 were due to 
revolutionary enthusiasm of the 
masses but the Chinese army lost its | 
chief strength when, in Trotzky’s 
opinion, it was turned against the 
masses.

Research 


As Memorial by Reismans 


135-Acre Tract Will Be 
Used as Site for Labora- 
tory; Cure for Disease 
To Be Sought. 


Cancer patients of Atlanta, Ga., and 
the southeast will be given the benefit 
of experiments heretofore barred to 
them by acceptance Tuesday of a 150 
acre farm by the Steiner clinic, it was 
announced by Dr. R. H. Fike, head of 
the clinic. 

The farm was donated to the insti- 
tution by J. N. Reisman, proprietor 
of the Surgical Selling company, and 
Mrs. Reisman as a mem@rial to Mrs. 
Frances Kleiner, Mrs. Reisman’s 
mother, who died of cancer several 
months ago. 

Doors of researc» which have been 
closed to the institution in the past 
will be thrown wide open by the new 
acquisition, Dr. Fike said, and will 
permit experiments which will be of 
incalculable value to patients. 

Laboratory Planned. 

Construction of a laboratory 
which guinea pigs, rabbits, dogs and 
other small animals may be inoculated 
and cured will cost about $40,000, Dr. 
Fike said. 

“Funds for the laboratory 
available at this time,” Dr. 
clared, “but we hope to be able 
erect such a laberatory in the near 
future on the land. Many of the lead- 
ing cancer institutions in the country 
are not equipped with farm facilities, 
and the contribution places the Steiner 
clinic in a position to render an even 
greater service than ever before. 

“Cancer, unlike most other diseases, 
cannot be treated and cured. We have 
struggled with it for scores of years, 
and have never yet been able to de- 
velop a specific cure. 

“With the establishment of _ this 
farm and the added opportunity to 
experiment along intelligent and scien- 
tific lines, we hope that the Steiner 
clinie will be able to make a contri- 
bution to civilization in the form of a 
real cure. The gft is a real service 
to humanity, and Mr. and Mrs. Reis- 
man have made an unselfish contri- 
bution whieh may open the door of 
knowledge and disclose a sure cure of 
all forms of the disease.”

It is situated between College 
Park and Fairburn and is so located 
that it is easily accessible to the Stein- 
er clinic in Atlanta and at the same 
time isolated so that it will not be a 
nuisance to those living in the vicinity. 

Equipment of the farm at the pres- 
ent time will be obtained by funds 
supplied from the staff fund. VPhysi- 
cians treating patients at the insti- 
tution never accept fees for their serv- 
ices but turn them over to the clinic 
for its operation. 

In offering the gift Mr. Reisman de- 
clared that he and Mrs. Reisman 
wished to make a gift in appreciation 
of the work which the institution is 
doing. He declared he had come into 
contact with many clinies during his 
work as a supply dealer, but that he 
appreciated the services of the Stein- 
er clinic more than any other he had 
ever witnessed. 

Members of the Steiner staff select- 
ed the site for the farm and the Reis- 
mans paid for it.

Under terms of the deed, which was 
delivered in fee simple to Joseph H. 
Hirsch and Milton H. Leibman, trus- 
tees under the will of Albert Steiner, 
donor of Steiner-clinic, the property 
may be sold, disposed of in any way, 
the only stipulation being that it re- 
main the Kleiner memorial. : 

Purpose of the gift is outlined in 
the preamble of the deed, as follows: 

“Whereas, The said parties of the 
first part having observed the con- 
sistent and alarming increase in the 
occurrence of caneer during the past 
ten years; recognizing the increasingly 
important necessity of research work 
as to the cause and treatment of can- 
cer: being impressed with the satis- 
factory results of the arrangement of 
Mr. Albert Steiner’s bequest, and be- 
ing desirous of establishing @ memo- 
rial to their mother. Mrs. Frances 
Steiner, are desirous of giving and 
conveying the property hereinafter de- 
scribed to Messrs. Joseph E. Hirsch 
and Milton H. Liebman, as trustees 
under the will of Albert Steiner, des 
ceased, and to their successors in of- 
fice, to be used in such manner as In 
their judgment will contribute most 
to the benefit of humanity through 
support or improvement of the serv- 
ices of- the Albert Steiner ward tor 
cancer and allied diseases.” se 

The Steiner ward is the only insti- 
tution of its kind in the south. Its 
capacity now is thirty beds, all of 
which are in use at all times, and for 
which there is a continuous waiting 
list. Hundreds of other patients are 
treated with hospitalization. 

Full facilities for the study and 
treatment of cancer are available, and 
a staff of six full-time physicians is 
engaged in treating the patients and 
in studying the little-understood dis- 


ease.
